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Looking  at  the  map  included  with  the  Injunction  which  has 
been  served  for  the  eviction,  it  is  clear  that  the  small  section 
of  Hatch  Road  outside  Woodside  will  again  be  closed. 

This  lends  itself  to  a tactic  on  our  part: 

While  the  gate  will  be  "held"  by  a prayer  meeting 

of  say  50  people  (hopefully  with  a rain  cover  that'll 

incorporate  scaffolding  tripods),  convoys  of 

vehicles  could  arrive  at  each  end  of  the  closed 

section  of  road  - and  prevent  any  Constant  lowloaders  leaving 

with  caravans. 

Even  a few  vehicles  at  the  Sandy  Road  end 
could  cause  a major  problem. 

If  the  lowloaders  are  trapped  on  Hatch  Road,  it 
will  give  Cliff  and  the  others  a chance  to  re-possess 
their  caravans  - and  occupy  them  there  on  the  road. 

Cliff  & Janie  are  ready  to  live  on  the  roadside, 
wherever  Constant  put  their  caravans. 

A well-organised  Bedford  group,  starting  from  just 
ten  miles  away,  would  be  well  positioned  to 
jam  up  the  junction  of  Sandy  Road  and  Hatch  Road. 

I'm  urging  other  people  coming  from  a distance 
to  help  jam  up  these  roads  (and  also  to  be 
prepared  to  enter  Woodside  on  foot  around  the  back). 

Will  the  protest  also  go  the  Constant  offices  at  66  Harpur  Street?
